Customs charges being exceedingly high on 
foreign preserves, Portugal supplies the country with this article, 
but the market is also to some extent provided with British, 
German and French preserves of good quality. 








Important plantations of sisal fibre have been established, but 
up to the present no practical machine for 
the preparation of the fibre has been imported.

General at Genoa (Mr. W. Keene, M.V.O.) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The Italian market in cutlery has been almost entirely captured by 
German, French and Austro-Hungarian manu- 
Cutlery. facturers. At present the only British manu- 
factured table knives which still hold their own 
on the Italian market are those with bone handles, but the public 
prefer those with nickel or nickel-plated handles. A certain 
amount of best quality razors and pocket knives are still imported 
from the United Kingdom, but very little in comparison to the 
amount from Solingen, Germany. The reason is the usual one, 
lower prices and goods offered freight and duty free. It is believed 
that British manufacturers would still have a good chance of re- 
capturing the Italian trade if they were carefully toe study the kind 
of articles required, and to offer them freight and duty free, by 
means of travellers or agents. If British manufacturers find it 
difficult to do business with wholesale firms, they might try and 
secure a good retail trade, selling to the best shops, of which there 
are a good number; H.M. Consul-General considers it would be 
more profitable in the end, but of course more troublesome at the 
beginning. 

British manufacturers and exporters should note that the law

10 centims. (315 inches), and that any blade longer than 4 centims.

The attention of British manufacturers and merchants is directed 
to the fact that, in order to promote British trade with the Self- 
Governing Dominions, His Majesty’s Government have appointed 
(in 1908) the following gentlemen to be His Majesty’s Trade 
Commissioners in those Dominions :—

The duties of the Trade Commissioners (each of whom is assisted 
by a staff of local correspondents at important centres of the 
respective Dominions) are to advise the Board of Trade of any 
opportunities which may offer (in the form of contracts open to 
tender, or in any other way) for the development of British trade 
in the Dominions to which they are accredited ; and to report from 
time to time (if necessary by telegraph) on all other matters of 
commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties and 
regulations, financial and trade conditions, foreign competition, 
changes in regard to means of transport, legislation affecting trade 
and commerce, and similar matters. Some part of the information 
so received is (at the discretion of the Commerc‘al Intelligence 
Branch) distributed in the manner described on p. 255 under the 
heading ‘‘ Confidential Information.” 

The Commissioners are authorised to reply, so far as possible, to 
all inquiries which may be addressed to them directly by British 
traders and manufacturers ; but it is advisable that all such requests 
for information should in the first instance be addressed to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, as much valuable time may often 
be saved thereby. The Branch is frequently in a position to give 
the desired information at once, and in other cases the inquiry is 
immediately forwarded to the proper Commissioner to be dealt 
with.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Portuguese East Africa, Lourengo Marques.—The following infor- 
mation is from the report by H.M. Consul at Lourengo Marques 
(Mr. R. ©. F. Maugham) on the trade of that district in 1909, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

In the city of Lourengo Marques, 1909 has been a year of some 
anxiety, of much sanguine anticipation, and of not a little disappoint- 
ment. The commercial outlook, mvureover, continues gloomy, and 
prospects of a greater volume of business are not very promising. 

The absence of adequate representation in Lourengo Marques of 
British iron and steel manufacturers, as also of those specialising 
in electrical apparatus and in railway and telegraphic material, is 
to be regretted. H.M. Consul has been at some pains to discover 
the amount of the annual outlay of the various departments of the 
administration of this province in goods of this nature for local 
use, and he is satisfied that this may be taken as reaching a sum 
which would well repay the introduction of a system of combined 
representation. At present there is no serious British competition 
with Continental manufacturers, who are wel! represented. He 
has often heard expressions of regret that but little opportunity 
is afforded to the various Government departments to avail them- 
selves of the admittedly superior goods of these classes of British 
manufacture, which in other conditions would doubtless find there 
a large and growing market. Orders are usually given somewhat 
hastily, on the discovery that the need for any given object has 
become imperative. Instead of all orders on Government service 
being thrown open to public competition, with a liberal margin 
of time to admit of the response being thoroughly representative, 
the rule is to invite a number of local agencies to send in specifi- 
cations or estimates. Very frequently, moreover, an order is 
given at once, without any particular formality, and, naturally, 
goes to the local business house whose representative can produce 
the goods at the shortest notice, and, at the same time, give 
indications of possessing an intelligent knowledge of the require- 
ment of the moment. ‘The smal! share of Government business 
which goes at present to British manufacturers would appear, 
therefore, to indicate the necessity for the adequate local repre- 
sentation of a thoroughly representative group, ready at very 
short notice to fill orders for goods of the character described, 
and with energy and foresight to discover when demand is likely 
to arise. ‘The Consul would furnish full particulars to British 
manufacturers who might desire further information on this 
subject.

Portuguese East Africa, Beira—The following information is 
from the report by the British Acting Vice-Consul at Beira 
(Mr. Hirst) on the trade of that district in 1909, which will 
shortly be issued :— 

There was but little improvement noticeable ‘in the commercial 
and general conditions of the Mozambique Company’s territory 
during the year 1909. The acute depression in business and the 
severe financial strain under which the trade of the country has 
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been suffering for several years past have not as yet shown any 
signs of passing. ‘Towards the latter end of 1909, however, a 
somewhat more hopeful feeling prevailed, and there was apparently 
good reason to believe that the long period of stagnation in trade 
would gradually give place to a more healthy state of affairs. 

Locally there is little, if any, real improvement to report, with 
the exception of the additional business derived from the slow 
agricultural development.

Italy, Genoa.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul-General at Genoa (Mr. W. Keene, M.V.O.) on the 
trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :—- 

It is sometimes absolutely necessary, to secure an order, to be 
prepared to forward goods freight and duty free, and H.M. Consul- 
General draws the attention of British exporters to the fact that 
at Genoa there are several forwarding agents (whose names can 
be obtained on application to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) 
who receive goods from board ship, pay the duty on them, and 
forward them to their destination. The best way is to send 
samples (or, in case samples cannot be sent, a detailed description) 
of the article which has been ordered freight and duty free to one 
of the forwarding agents, and ask him to quote a “ forfait ” which 
must include dvty and every other expense from on board the 
vessel to the destination of the goods; in this way the exporter 
knows exactly the cost of delivery and is spared any 
unpleasant surprise.

Italy, Spezia——T'he following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Spezia (Mr. A. J. Ogston) on the trade 
of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :—- 

There is little direct trade in Spezia with abroad, except in coal 
and raw materials; all shops are furnished from Milan, Genoa or 
Florence, many of the establishments at Spezia being merely 
branches of larger firms in these towns. Such goods as perfumery, 
stationery, fancy goods and toys, come almost invariably from 
Milan and Genoa, being imported, in the first instance, from 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, France and (a very little) from the 
United Kingdom. For various goods, however, such as agri- 
cultural implements and cloth, Spezia merits a visit from 
commercial travellers. During 1909 two representatives of 
British firms called at the Vice-Consulate, one of whom went 
home with very satisfactory orders. The only language used at 
Spezia is Italian, with sometimes a little French or German. 
English is quite useless; consequently the commercial traveller 
who speaks only that language will not accomplish much. 
Catalogues, however well got up, in the English language, and 
with calculations in English weights, measures and coinage, are 
almost useless. French, Austro-Hungarian and German firms 
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send lists of goods of similar quality, printed in a manner 
intelligible to the dealer, and get the orders. This would seem 
too obvious to require lengthy comment, but year after year the 
same errors are repeated. 

Another point is that British goods are often too good. The 
average citizen of a town such as Spezia would gladly buy British 
wares, but he has not the ready money to do so; it suits him 
better to buy German or Austro-Hungarian goods of inferior 
quality and lower price twice within a given time, than to buy 
British goods once which would last twice as long as the others, 
even though the total expenditure under the former method is 
greater than under the latter. 

A representative of the largest tailoring and outfitting establish- 
ment at Spezia, which provides all uniforms, &c. for military and 
naval officers, besides doing a large civilian business, informed the 
Vice-Consul that nearly all the cloth came from Germany. The 
chief cause of Germany's ascendancy in these goods, according to 
the Vice-Consul’s informant, is that the German firms have 
capable Italian representatives pushing their wares, and good 
commercial travellers to introduce them. 

All these matters could be studied and turned to profitable 
account by any commercial traveller who went to Spezia with the 
intention of studying the requirements of the place.

Italy, Tarin.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Turin (Mr. E. Anfione) on the trade of 
that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

Irish handlserchiefs, especially white and printed cotton mer- 
cerised, find a good sale in Piedmont. Several manufacturers are 
now selling direct to the small retailers instead of dealing almost 
exclusively with the wholesale firms as formerly. The Vice- 
Consul is of opinion that this new way of doing business will prove 
very unsatisfactory, and that it would be much better to continue 
to sell only to wholesale firms, who buy in large quantities and pay 
at 30 days. As matters now stand, most of the wholesale firms are 
likely to give up buying these handkerchiefs, and it remains to be 
seen whether a profitable turnover can be obtained by selling direct 
to the retailers.

PROPOSED NEW JAPANESE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade have recently issued a Parliamentary Return 
containing a translation of the proposed new Japanese Customs 
Tariff Law and Tariff of Import Duties. The present rates of duty 
on the articles specified in the proposed Tariff have, as far as 
possible, been added for purpose of comparison; and the English 
equivalents of both the present and the proposed duties are also 
given. 

The rates of Customs duty now leviable in Japan on a large 
number of articles are fixed by treaties between Japan and various 
other countries, and cannot therefore be altered during the con- 
tinuance of those Treaties, 1.e., not before July, 1911, at the 
earliest. Such ‘‘ Conventicnal ” duties are indicated in the Return 
by the addition of an italic ¢ to the rates. 

It is understood that the new “ General” Tariff has been framed 
with a view to the denunciation this year by the Japanese Govern- 
ment of those Treaties by which the Japanese import duties on 
various articles are now fixed, and the consequent termination 
of the present “Conventional” Tariff twelve months after such 
denunciation.

A copy of Statutory Rules No. 24 of 1910, dated 2nd March, 
Excise 1910, has been received, which provide for the 
nati immediaie operation of certain Regulations 
magenemene. made under the Excise Act of 1901 of the 
Commonwealth of Australia. 
Under these Regulations the Collector may, on the application of 
a manufacturer, permit the following articles to be be delivered 
free of duty for use in the manufacture of tobacco, cigars, cigarettes

With reference to the notice which appeared on pp. 81-6 of the 

Sees “* Board of Trade Journal,” of 14th April last, 

tmpert giving the full text of the amended Import 

Regulations. Regulations recently issued under the Australian 

Decisions Commerce Act of 1905, the Board of Trade 

, have now received a copy of a Customs Order 

(No. 1,213 of 1910), dated 14th March last, which draws the 

attention of Customs officers to the new requirements, and lays 

down certain decisions regarding the operation of the amended 
Commerce Import Regulations. 

The Commonwealth Government pvint out that although the 
Regulations have the force of law on and after April Ist, 1910, it 
is particularly desired that, until after 30th June next, no 
steps be taken to enforce the new provisions. Where prescribed 
goods comply with the requirements of the present Regulations 
the Collector will, until after the latter date, take no steps 
to detain them for non-compliance with the new provisions, 
or require any amendment of the markings. It will suffice if in 
such cases the importer is informed of requirements, and requested 
to take all necessary steps to ensure that future importations will 
be marked in strict accordance with the law. 

To arrive at the amendments made, copies of the new and the 
existing Regulations should be carefully compared. 

Particular attention is directed to the following :— 

Of the definitions set out in the Regulations those of ‘‘ coverings,’ 
“manures” and ‘sound and soundness” are amendments. ‘The 
others are new. 

The amendments, with regard to the application of the “ trade 
description,” are very important, the object being to make the 
Regulation more effective in the direction of ensuring that, as far 
as possible, the intention of the Commerce Act—that the ‘“ trade 
description” shall be brought under the notice of the consumer, 
and afford him some protection against imposition—shall be given 
effect to. ‘This intention should be kept in view when interpreting 
the clause. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA—continued. 


The first important alteration is that, wherever practicable, the 
“trade description ” shall te applied by label or brand directly to 
the goods themselves, and not as at present to either the goods or 
the coverings, at the option of the manufacturer. Where its 
application to the goods is impracticable the “trade description ” is 
to be applied to the coverings. 

A somewhat lenient view may, for the present, be taken in 
determining whether or not it would have been practicable to have 
applied a brand or label to the goods. In no case, however, is it 
to be held to be practicable to do so if such would involve actual 
damage to the articles. 

The second alteration is that the “trade description ” shall be 
applied in as permanent a manner as practicable. Generally 
speaking, any manner of application which will reasonably ensure 
the trade description reaching the consumer may be accepted. 
For example, stamping in chalk of the feet of socks, or labels 
stitched or ‘‘ tacked,” or securely stapled, to any article of apparel, 
would be accepted, but applications having no degree of perman- 
ency, e.g., “ pinned on ” labels, would not be regarded as complying 
with requirements. Examples illustrating the above requirements 
are given below. 

With regard to the additional requirements in the case of food 
for infants, no relaxation in the enforcement of the requirements 
need be made, as the principle of this Regulation has been enforced 
for some time. Where, however, a food coming under the clause 
bears, in lieu of the statement now prescribed, the words “ suitable 
only for infants over the age of six months,” such may, up to the 
end of the year, be accepted as complying with requirements. 

The additional requirement regarding piece goods requires the 
statement of the principal fibres of which piece goods are made, 
and, when the goods contain any loading or weighting other than 
ordinary dressing, that the word ‘* Joaded” or ‘ weighted” shall 
appear in the “trade description.” The following is the Depart- 
mental definition of “ ordinary dressing.” 

‘An ordinary dressing is any dressing used to meet legitimate 
trade requirements. Anything in the nature of an adulteration, or 
used for the purpose of deceiving the purchaser or as to the quality, 
substance or nature of the goods, will not be recognised as an 
ordinary dressing.” 

The heavy dressing of rice flour in some cheap Chinese silks, or 
of tin in certain of the English and Continental silks, would not 
be regarded as “ ordinary dressings.” 

In the case of boots and shoes, the intention of the provision 
in the Regulations is to protect the consumer against the un- 
witting purchase of footwear containing cardboard, strawboard, 
compo. or the like, in the soles and heels. It is to be noted 
that’ the clause relates only to such boots and shoes (which 
latter tern includes slippers and sandals) as are manufactured. 
partly or wholly from leather or some imitation thereof. Ft 
does not apply to such lines as goloshes, gum _ boots, - felt

slippers, or any footwear of which leather—real or imitation—is 
not a principal material, though of course all these lines would 
require to bear the prescribed general “trade description.” 

The following will illustrate the requirements of this pro- 
vision :— 

A leather boot, manufactured in the United States of America, 
and having leather outsole, cardboard fillers, and composition 
insole, would require— 

(a) To bear the trade description (applied in a prominent 
position and in a reasonably permanent manner, eg., 
a label sewn to the side lining, or a brand on the side 
lining or on the sole, inside or outside) “leather, 
cardboard filler, compo. insole, made in United States 
of America,” and 

(6b) To have stamped on or impressed in outer surface of 
sole in a conspicuous, legible and indelible manner, 
‘leather, compo. and cardboard sole” (or “leather 
outsole, cardboard filler, and compo. insole ”). 

It is to be noted that in cases where the soles are of solid leather 
without addition other than fillers of cork or waterproofed felt, the 
stamping of the sole is not necessary. 

With regard to jewellery, it may be pointed out that in future it 
will be necessary to state the quality of the article in the trade 
description, e.g., “9 ct. gold” or “15 ct. gold” (not merely “ gold”), 
“rolled gold,” “gilt,” “900 silver” (or “silver 900 fine”) or 
“imitation jewellery,” as the case may require. This is in addition 
to the stamping on the article. 

The following examples are given as illustrating the operation 
of the Regulation in regard to ‘‘ apparel” and “ piece goods ” :— 

Hats, shirts, collars, ties, blouses, corsets.—The prescribed marking 
is to be applied by brand, stitched, stapled or sewn label, or 
strongly adhesive label, to each article. 

Gloves, stockings and sucks.—Trade description to be applied to 
_one of each pair. Gloves may be stamped inside wrist, but the 
marking on stockings must be on the outside. In the case of 
gloves, the material may be specifically named as “kid,” “ lamb,” 
&c. or, in the case of gloves made from the skins of animals, the 
more general term “leather” may be used and will be accepted. 

Fur necklets, &c.—Where it is not practicable without damage to. 
the articles to stitch a label on, the “trade description” may be 
applied to a label securely tied to the goods. 

Handkerchiefs.—These are imported in boxes and bundles. It 
has been decided that if the top handkerchief in the box or 
bundle bears a strongly adhesive or stitched label with the trade 
description, and the latter appears also on the coverings, such may 
be accepted. 

Minor articles.—No ‘trade description” is to be required in 
regard to buttons, braids, tapes, or other minor articles for the 
manufacture of apparel. | 
Piece goods.—Calicoes, linens, &c. are usually stamped on the,

outside fold, and this method of marking wiil, in regard to light 
coloured materials, be sufficient. In the case of prints, woollens, 
&c. importers are requested to have the description applied to the 
tag commonly threaded to the centre of one end of the piece and 
bearing the invoice number, yards, &c, ‘The description need not, 
as a rule, include the specific trade name of the material, as 
“serge,” “tweed,” &c. The following markings would be 
sufficient, provided, of course, they were true to fact :-— 

On tweed—‘ Wool” (or “wool and cotton” or “wool and 
other tibres”), “‘made in England” (or 
simply “ England ”). 

On silks—“Silk (or ‘loaded (or ‘weighted’) silk” )”. 

‘‘made in France” (or simply “ France ”’). 

The term “ piece goods” is interpreted as inclusive of all lines 
used in the manufacture of apparel, as dress goods, suitings, 
calicoes, linings, &c. and also of laces, ribbons, veilings, 
embroideries, nets, chiffons, beltings, &c. in the piece. In regard 
to the last-mentioned classes of goods, the Regulations are not to 
be too strictly enforced. 

The following examples indicate what is required in regard to 
“jewellery ” :— 

A 15 ct. gold brooch would require to bear the following 

trade description— 
Marked on the card or tag... “15 ct. gold, made in...... *

The improvements will chiefly consist of a new breakwater 
about 1,575 feet in length, and a new quay which will be prin- 
cipally used for the landing of general merchandise and coal for 
local consumption.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Mr. R. Sothern 
Holland) has forwarded samples of porphoritic 
granite suitable for {columns and wall linings, 
and obtained in Cape Colony near the Cape 
Peninsula. The deposits were found as the 
result of enquiries made by the architects of the new Union 
Parliament buildings, and granite from them is being used in the 
construction of the buildings. Two samples were obtained from 
Saldanah Bay, which is within easy distance of Cape Town. This 
granite is said to be found in large quantities on the sea-front, and 
thus conveniently placed for transportation. The proprietor of 
the Saldanah Bay quarries is able to deliver, at Cape Town, 
columns seven feet high at 28/. each, including quarrying, freight, 
polishing and all other charges. This amount would, of course, 
be very much lessened if the quarry was being used, but owing to 
its having to be opened the cost is necessarily high. The architect's 
opinion is that, if the quarry were in working order, polished 
columns, seven feet in height, could be delivered at Cape Town 
for about 151. each. 

Other samples were obtained from Sir Lowry’s Pass, situated in 
the Hottentot’s Holland range of mountains, at a distance of some 
30 or 40 miles from Cape Town, and readily accessible by the

CHINA (MANCHURIA).

Previously to 
1909 this coal was shipped entirely from 
Dairen, but experience has shown the South 
Manchuria Railway Company, which has the management of the 
mine, that if the coal is to compete successfully with its rivals, 
during the summer months at any rate, Newchwang and not 
Dairen should be the chief port of shipment. Newchwang is 
135 miles from Fushun, and Dairen 272 miles; the shipping 
facilities, also, at the former port are greater than at Dairen. 

The output of the Fushun colliery in 1909 was about 2,000 tons 
a day, but it is hoped to increase it within three years to 5,000 tons 
a day, or 1,800,000 tons a year. Of this latter amount it is 
estimated that the annual consumption in Manchuria will be 
about 700,000 tons, leaving 1,100,000 tons for export. The 
coal is a soft bituminous coal of very fair quality. As a steam 
coal it has been favourably reported on by shipmasters who have 
tried it. It is said to give a clear fire enabling steam to be kept at 
high pressure without any effort, and to leave hardly any clinkers 
and only 10 per cent. of ash.

RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 548-9 of the ‘‘ Board of T'rade 
ect seer ee Journal” of 17th March relative to the condition 
in South Russia. °! the crops in Russia, H.M. Consul-General at 
Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) has forwarded the 
following further particulars of the condition of the grain crops in 
South Russia, viz., in Bessarabia, Kherson, Ekaterinoslav, ‘l'aurida, 
the Don Cossack Territory, Astrakhan, Stavropol, the Kuban 
Cossack Territory, Podolia, Volhynia, Kiev, Poltava and Kharkov: 
Winter crops.—The summer and autumn of 1909 were over-dry ; 
the rain, though plentiful, came very late and was immediately 
followed by cold and wind. The winter, however, was moderate, 
and in many parts there was good rain and moist snow in the early 
spring. At present (15th April) the general condition of the 
winter crops is reported to be satisfactory, excepting in parts of 
Poltava, Ekaterinoslav and Volhynia, and in places very satis- 
factory. 

The Consul-General points out, however, that it is impossible to 
treat exhaustively of an area twice the size of France in a few lines, 
and that there are no doubt many exceptions to the above general 
crop conditions,

RUSSIlA—continued. 

Spring crops.—The spring was very early ; field work began a 
fortnight earlier than usual and progresses well. The area under 
spring-sown grain will be greater then usual, as parts of the 
ground destined for winter wheat could not be sown on account ot 
the drought. 


H.M. Consul at St. Petersburg (Mr. A. W. Woodhouse) reports 
: that, owing to the exceptionally mild winter 
ra and the disappearance oF Ga ‘which made it 
St a b impossible to get timber out of the forests in 
ie oan way, the export of pit props from 
St. Petersburg is expected to be much less this summer than in 
either of the last two seasons. Unfavourable prices are also likely 
to affect the export. 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Acting Vice-Consul at Beira (Mr. Hirst) on the trade of that dis- 
trict in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

There has been a considerable increase in the production of rubber. 
Landolphia is the only variety exported to any 
Rubber Industry. extent, but both Ceara and Para rubber trees 
have been planted and carefully attended to for 
several years past; many thousands of these trees are now reach- 
ing the age and strength when they may be safely and, it is believed, 
profitably tapped. Experiments have been made by the Director 
of Agriculture upon the Ceara trees and the results have shown 
that the latex is of excellent quality, nearly equalling in value the 
best Parad plantation rubber. There are good prospects of this 
industry becoming a very important one in the near future. 


Cotton cultivation has proved most disappointing. Although 
elie: undertaken on a large scale by companies with 
Cultivation ample capital, possessing expert managers and 
provided with up-to-date machinery, this enter- 
prise cannot be said to have met with any adequate measure of 
success. One company has abandoned its plantations altogether, 
and another, whilst still continuing with cotton to some extent, 
now devotes more attention to planting maize. 





TURKEY: 
H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Major L. L. R. Samson) has forwarded 


the following particulars relative to the tobacco 
crop in that district :— 

The approximate amount of stocks held by 
local merchants of the 1908 or previous crops 
is estimated at 50,000 kilograms.

that in April, 1909. The quantity of the 1909 crop in the 
districts Gumuljina, Xanthi, Daridere, and Check Djouma is 
estimated at 2,952,000 kilograms, a decrease of 196,000 kilograms 
as compared with 1908. 

The Maxoul or superior quality of tobacco for 1909 was con- 
siderably less in quantity than the Sirapastal or inferior quality. 
This has produced a hitherto unprecedented rise in prices. Com- 
petition to obtain the small quantity of Maxoul was so keen that 
buyers began operations in November last, with the result that 
the crop is now almost entirely sold. In consequence of the early 
purchases, buyers were unable thoroughly to examine the tobacco, 
and vendors have taken advantage of this to mix a certain 
proportion of Sirapastal quality with the Maxoul, thus increasing 
the difficulties of settlement between buyers and sellers. 

‘Tobacco is grown in other districts in the Adrianople vilayet 
than those above mentioned, but comparatively little is exported, 
the product being of a very inferior quality. 


H.M. Consul-General at Salonica (Mr. H. H. Lamb) has 
forwarded the following particulars of the 


Tobacco Crops Of tobacco crop in the districts of Salonica and 


Salonica and Piceeiiie biine 


Cavalla Districts. Practically no stocks remain of any crop 
anterior to 1908, and the quantity even of 1908 tobacco remaining 
in the hands of local merchants is relatively inconsiderable. In 
the Cavalla districts it is estimated at not more than 150,000 to 
200,000 kilograms. 

This exceptional condition of the market is ascribed mainly to 
the shortness of the 1908 crop, which was considerably below the 
average, and partly also to the burning of the Alexandria Customs 
Depéts, following on a largely increased demand from other 
quarters. ‘The present prices of the stocks are from 30 per cent. 
to 35 per cent. higher than the prices twelve months ago. 

The 1909 crop in the Salonica district was greater in quantity 
but inferior in quality as compared with that of 1908. The prices 
nevertheless promise to range from 30 per cent. to 40 per cent. 
higher. About 5,000,000 Ibs. appear to have been purchased so 
far by merchants at Salonica. In the Cavalla district there appears 
to be no great difference in quantity between the crops of 1908 
and 1909, but the quality of the new crop is slightly better ; 
prices have risen 40 per cent. 

It is not possible to estimate the acreage under cultivation in 
1910 until the crop begins to appear above ground, which should take 
place in the present month (May.) The Consul-General is informed, 
however, that in the Cavalla district the extent of soil prepared for 
tobacco cultivation during the winter was 50 per cent. more than 
in any previous year. In the Salonica district from 68,000 to 
70,000 denuns (27,000 to 28,000 acres) are believed to be under 


cultivation. 
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SANTO DOMINGO. 

The following information is from the report by the British 
Vize-Consul at Puerto Plata (Mr. C. Loinaz) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


The tobacco crop of 1909 was one of the largest ever produced in 
Santo Domingo, but was of very poor quality. 

eta: ane Prices therefore ruled level 19° to 39 
Cocoa Production. aks (18s. 8d. to 31s. 6d.) per 100 lbs. in the 
German market. New seed, furnished by the Government, has 
been used for the coming crop, and it is expected that a better 
quality of tobacco will be obtained. 

The unprecedented quantity of 13,959,047 lbs. of cocoa exported 
in 1909 can only be accounted for by an increase in general 
production, and though the November storms in 1909 caused 
considerable damage to the plantations and the coming crop will 
in consequence be somewhat reduced, it is believed that the total 
yield in 1910 will not be much smaller than that in 1909, the 
natural increase derived from new plantations being estimated to 
be almost sufficient to compensate for the losses in question. 


VENEZUELA. 

H.M. Minister at Caracas has forwarded a copy and translation 
of a Presidential decree, dated 9th March, 
establishing bounties on the exportation of 
Snetiemiete various Venezuelan products, as follows :— 

“eae (a) Products of the sugar cane: raw sugar 
Native Products. ;. the form of cakes or loaves, and its deriva- 
tives, rum and molasses. 

(b) Textile materials: jute or ‘cocuiza,” sisal, ramie, “ abaca ” 
or plantain (banana) fibre. 

(c) Fruits: oranges and the like, pine-apples, mangoes and 
other fruits, except plantains or bananas. 

(d) Oleaginous products: beneseed, peanuts, castor-oil seeds, 
and wild oleaginous grains not exploited up to the present. Cotton 
seed is not included under this head. 

(e) Feculent (starchy) products: rice, maize, tapioca or starch 
prepared of yucca, starch and various similar products. 

(f) Animal products: wax, honey, lard, butter, wool and cheese. 

The bounties on exports are to be fixed in accordance with the 
following tariff, it being understood that they are applicable only » 
when each shipment exceeds the limits noted :—

The arrangement inaugurated on lst January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
.to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, now rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since lst April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for 
the service, including. the supply of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and. 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see notice below.)
